soned Communist troops charging 
toward Nanking. 


The Communists were concen- 


trating in the areas of Suhsien and 
Pengpu, rail cities on the approach 
of Nanking. 
Government troops 


at Suchow seemed reluctant to 
withdraw because huge stores of 
supplies and munitions have beer* 
gathered there. 
The alternative 


is to let the Communists chew up 
isolated Nationalist units one by 
one. 


Mme. Chiang Kai-Shek was fly- 


ing to Washington for a new at- 
tempt to get the United States to 
underwrite China's 
war, 
which 


some observers feel her husband 
has botched. 
The state depart- 


ment so far has shown a hands- 
off attitude about her trip and in- 
dications were that little sympathy 
would be shown the mission. 


Hold Chiang- Responsible 


The basic view of American au- 


thorities is that Chiang is respon- 
sible for his own failures. 
This 


view has it that his defeats have 
not been due to lack of American 
maaterial or military advice but 
resulted from Chiang's failure to 
liberalize his government and pro- 
vide a leadership which would in- 
spire confidence. 


Responsible sources in Washing- 


ton said the U. S. wishes to avoid 
any word or action which might 
embarrass the Chinese regime and 
they are hopeful some way may be 
found to prevent a Communist con- 
quest of all China. Administration 
leaders, however, appeared to have 
lost all confidence in Chiang's 
ability to reorganize tys military 
and political strength so as to halt 
and eventually reverse the Com- 
munist tide. 


German Communists announced 


they will set up a separate city 
government for all Berlin after 
next Sunday's elections in the west- 
ern zones.
